The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 3-8, 10-13, 
and 15-18 are allowed as the prior art does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention. Claims 
5, 10, and 15 teach a method and apparatus for implementing autonomous variations of a media 
dismount time in a media library. Regarding claim 5, the distinguishing elements of the claims 
teach periodically checking the gathered performance statistics to determine the change value 
needed for the media dismount time including identifying a first threshold number of 
input/output (I/O) requests, and checking the gathered performance statistics to determine if an

increase is needed for the media dismount time. Regarding claims 10 and 15, the distinguishing 
elements of the claims teach periodically checking the counts of media hits and media near 
misses to determine a change value needed for media dismount time includes the performance 
measurement media dismount time control program identifying a first threshold number of 
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input/output (I/O) requests, and the counts of media hits and media near misses to determine if 
an increase is needed for the media dismount time.
